Dear General: 


Before stating the reason for this letter, I am going to 
take the liberty, though it may be unnecessary, to recall to you 
my identity. 


I served on General Eisenhower's Staff as Chief of Pro- 
curement Control Section, G-4 Division, from December of 1943 to 
the end of February 1945, with the rank of Colonel after June 1, 
1944, a rank, by the way, to which you recommended that I be pro- 
moted. You may remember that as a friend of John J. McCloy, then 
Assistant Secretary of War, I, pursuant to his suggestion, cor- 
responded with him directly rather than through military channels, 
a procedure and course of action which, as you pointed out to me 
in some detail, though perhaps well intended, was not in accordance 
with military regulations. You may have well forgotten this inci- 
dent, but I have not. I also saw you on a number of occasions 
concerning the settlement of disagreement between overlapping of 
authority of G-4 and G-5, and received your whole-hearted support. 


Having recalled myself to your mind, 1 will set forth be- 
low the reason why I am writing this letter to you and am also 
writing a somewhat similar letter to your Deputy, Allen Dulles, 
Esq., whom I have met through the practice of my profession in 


New York.
